1 . The University of Vilnius was founded in 1578 by Bishop Frotaseviciu? ■ during 
the period of the Grand Duchy of Lithuania. With the authorization OJ 1. ing 
Stephanus Batory and the . sanction. of Pope Gregory XIII by Papal Bull in 
1579 , the University was authorized to confer academic degrees, 

Magister, Lieenciate, Doctor. 

2. In the space of a hundred years the University of Vilnius b*cs«e 

an international center of learning with students and professors, comrag 

from Lithuania, Byelorussia, Latvia. Ukraine, Poland, Estonia, oweder., 

Norway, Denmark, Germany, Hungary, France, Portugal, Spain, Italy, Fxa-iiwr--., 
Scotland. and England. 

3. The Swedish and Russian invasions of the latter half of the l?th century 
and the early 1.8th century interrupted + he University s life, isolat ing 

it from the outside world and greatly restricting Its academic activities. 
This period, nevertheless, produced such scholars as the Jesuit Storgaj 
Neo-Latin Poet Scarbieyiusj Lithuanian Historian Vi^ukas-Kojelaviciusj 
Lexicographer Sirvydas, Jurist Olizarovias, Astronomer-Architect. Zebrys 
Zebrauskas and others* 

L. With the dissolution of the Jesuit Order by Pcpe Clement XIV in 177.3, 

University of Vilnius became Schola Princeps Magni Ducatus . Lithuania® S’.ve 
Vilnensis. In 1773 there were two faculties, Medicine and Theology, la,*-, 
four faculties. Ethics- Jurisprudence; Physics; Medicine; Linguistics ana 
Art. In the 19th century there was added a theological seminary. For 
several decades during the l 8 th century, the University was administered 
hy the well-known Astronomer Hector Pocobutas, who was also head o* te 
Lithuanian educational system, the University being its seat. 

5. From 1803, the name of the University was Imperatoria Universltas Vilnensis. 
The University played a significant role in the cultural and political 
Sfeof both Lithuania and Poland. It was at the University of Vilnius, 
that the Lithuanian national renaissance was born. For these national ^ 
aspirations, Nicholas I of JRurfsia closed the University, and it was only m 
1918 that its doors were again opened, after protests from US Lithuanians 
and the Lithuania! people themselves. 
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During the occupation of Vilnius by the Poles (1918-1939) > the University vas 
renamed Stefan Bat or y, and continued to faction 

of World War II. The Lithuanians then formed the University of Kauna. ^ 

Statute 'of Vilnius, University) within Lithuania proper r. At the end of the P o- 
occupation (1939), the University of Vilnius was again returned to the jurisdiction 
of the Lithuanian Republic .
